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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. In the Response filed January 12, 2005, Applicant argues that claims 15 and 16 should 
not be re-numbered as 16 and 15, respectively, because it would change the scope of dependent 
claims 17-19. 

2. With respect to the claim renumbering, MPEP Patent Rules §1 . 121(c)(1) requires that "all 
of the claims presented in a claim listing shall be presented in ascending numerical order". Prior 
to the Examiner's Amendment mailed January 10, 2005, claim 15 depended upon claim 16, 
which was listed after claim 15. This claim listing comprised incorrect numerical ordering. 
Accordingly, correction of this informality was required. 

3. However, in order to both meet this requirement by MPEP Patent Rules §1 . 121(c)(1) and 
address Applicant's concerns with respect to the scope of dependent claims 17-19, the following 
Examiner's Amendment is provided. 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or
